oriental character, Only a master mind
can restore order In Persla, and the
question Is, Does the emplre of Alex-
finder the Great possess such a genius?

With Russla, China and Perzla adopt-
Ing the western system of government,
the world may be sald to have become
possessed of the ldea of popular role,
for the few remalning States have a to-
tal population of no more than 635,000,-
M0, a rather insignificunt part of the
totil number of earth’s inhabitants, ap-
proximately get down ns 1,300,000,000.
In adddition to the countries mentioned,
representative government Is still un-
kuown In Abyssinla, which clings to
the rewmlal system ; Afghanistan, which
has fendal loeal government; Moroceo,
which 18 an autocraey ; Nepanl, which
I n wmilitary oligarchy, and Siam,
which Is ruled by n legisiative connell.

A commission from China for n year
or two has been studying the varlous
national constitutions, and It is npot
improbable that the new Chinese sys-
tem will be patterned on that of the
United States and that of Germany,
hoth of whleh contaln portlons which
might, without wviolence of national
prejudices be naturalized In the Celes-
tinl kingdom. Like the United States
and the German emplre, the Chinese
emplre 18 composed of a number of
states, or, a8 they are called, provinces.
Each has customs and laws peculiar
to Itself, although there are national
laws (ediets in China) which are uni-
versally appllicable throughout the em-
pire.

When It = announced that the Chl-
nese will require about n dozen years
to frame o sultable constitution, the
tendency of the reader Is to give a
knowing smile. “They do everything
slowly In China,” he says. The Chl-
nese are, Indeed, eautions and consery-
atlve, and will not consent to throw
away the wisdom of 2,000 years with-
out supplying its pluce with something
betters. On the other hand, it Is well
to remember that the Ameriean consti-
tution required yenrs In Ity making.
The first experiment wns the Articles
of Federation, qulekly found to be un-
sulted, and then, after years of popu-
lar demand, the constitution as woe
know that docnment wns framed and,
after more delay, adopted. About ten
yvenrs elapsed between the framing of
the Articles of Pederation and  the
adoption of the Federnl Constitution,
Less than 4,000,000 persons had to be
satisfisd. In China there are about
435,000,000. The United States then
comprised thirteen states; in China
there are eighteen provinees, corre-
spouding to our commonwenlths,

Persin In Sad Plight.

Not long after the announcement the
Dowager Empress of China, who is the
actual ruler of the emplre, had decided
to give the reformers a constitution,
word wag recelved that the shah of
Persln had flnally granted the demands
of his people.
